Second  Front  tfiis  year  evoked  great  response  from 
the  people,  but  the  refusal  to  open  the.  Second  Front 
in  this  urgent  and  critical  situation  is  an' indication 
that  powerful  pro-facist  forces  are  succes^ully  at  work. 
The  spate  of  defeatist  arguments,  the  manoeuvring 
behind,the  scenes,  coincide  with  Hitler’s  offensive. 

The .  people  themselves  must  take  a  bigger  part  in 
•  the  fight  to  get  the  Second  Front  open  and  impel  the 
•  Government  to  carry  out  its  pledges  artd  destroy  the 
pro-fascist  obstacles  in  and  around  the  Government 
and  in  command  of  the  Services.  The  Labour  Move¬ 
ment  must  fight  to  see  that  the  solidarity  pledges  are 


fulfilled.  Staterhents  of  the  kind  which  Ernest  Bevin 
made  last  week  bring  disgrace  to  Labour  and  any 
repetition  of  such  damaging  behaviour  must  be  pre¬ 
vented  by  the  workers. 

The  people  must  demand:  that  the 
Government  opens  the  Second  Rront  NOW, 
that  it  gets  a  General  Staff  willing  to 
organise  the  carrying  out  of  the  Second 
Front  NOW,  Churchill  must  make  a  state¬ 
ment  oh  the  war  situation.  Parliament 
must  continue-  in  session  during  this 
greatest  crisis  of  ' the  war. 

People  will  judge  the  Government  not  by  its  past 
record  but  by  what  action  is  taken  now.  .  '  . 

Let  the  voice  of  the  people  prevail  oyef  the  pro¬ 
fascists.  Have  confidence  that  mass  pressure  can 
bring  the  Second  Front.  The  people  must  organise 
the  mightiest  movement  for  victory  ever  known  in 
British  history.
